And Our 
Town is part of the electronic vil- 
lage — so you can find out a lot 
about prostitution in general and 
about particular hookers on line. 
Two sites here illustrate society's 
schismatic viewpoints on the 
world’s oldest profession. 

The first site we'll discuss is 
pure marketing. Looking for a 
good time in Edmonton? Cruise 
The Kat’s Hot website and you'll 
be able to click on photos of 
escorts working in Edmonton — 
with phone numbers, of course. 

A lot of people will get a queasy 
feeling surfing this site: call it 
down-scale marketing to a down- 
scale audience if you want, but it 
is nothing if not honest. 

The next site was referred to us 
by an escort agency owner. The 
World Sex Guide is a site that 
straddles (if you'll pardon the 
expression) the morality of prosti- 
tution. On one hand, it serves as a 
john’s guide to prostitution. All 
you need to do is click on 
Prostitution by Country, then pick 
a country you're travelling to. 

The page dealing with Canada is 
informative and, for the most part, 
factually accurate. There’s even a 
link to a site that features a series 
of interviews with hookers. 
Supposedly written by a Christian 
university student, the series of 
articles introduces us to Big 
Bunny, the student's landlady. BB 
is a hooker with a heart of gold 
who's able to rub elbows with the 
upper crust and the down-and-out 
Our intrepid, erstwhile Christian 
girl writes dispatches from the 
mean streets, hinting at her own 
sexual discoveries (“I was hot for 
more information.”). Yeah, right.

Don't hail out NAL 


League’s flawed economics must be cleaned up

ho would have thought that on Canada Day we'd all still be talking 

about hockey, even though Dallas won the Stanley Cup? We're sup- 

posed to be out at the lake debating the pros and cons of charcoal 
or propane barbecues. Instead, we're arguing about tax relief for 
Canada’s National Hockey League teams. Backlash from taxpayers and 
hockey fans over subsidies for teams has been swift and furious. The 
very notion is ridiculous. 

While federal Industry Minister John Manley denies it, reports are cir- 
culating that the federal government is willing to chip in $15 million 
annually to help keep Canadian teams afloat. Count on that rumor being 
true. It sounds like a lot of money to you and me, but it isn’t. The feds 
can afford the cost, financially and politically, because it’s too paltry a 
sum for taxpayers to become enraged over. 

But there are better ways to spend that kinda dough. Ask any commu- 
nities devastated by the collapse of the cod fishery. Ask anyone waiting 
for a hospital bed. Ask any student sitting in a class with 32 other kids. 

At a summit on NHL subsidies this week, Mayor Bill Smith boasted 
that the city does its bit to subsidize hockey already, covering almost all 
the Oilers’ $2.5-million rent tab at the Coliseum — er, Skyreach Centre. 
Mayor Bill raises the point every chance he gets. But that $2.4-million 
could be better spent, too. In fact, it’s probably doable for the city to take 
that $1.3 million Mayor Smith voted against using for social housing last 
year out of the Oilers’ subsidy. When you think about it, Mayor Bill 
shouldn’t be bragging about underwriting a professio al sports team. If 
you owned a hockey team with a multimillion-dollar payroll, wouldn't 
you be embarrassed if your landlord ran around shouting from the tops 
of mountains that you couldn't afford to pay your rent? How humiliating! 

On principle, Smith and the Oilers’ owners should be put in stocks in 
the middle of Sir Winston Churchill Square at the height of festival sea- 
son, pelted with rotting vegetables and made to drink sour milk. 

Of course, other NHL teams receive subsidies too. The entire league is 
built on a mishmash of tax breaks and rent subsidies run by a gang of 
economically-retarded millionaires. It’s a house of cards. Now U.S. teams 
are beginning to fail — Pittsburgh is facing bankruptcy, the Islanders are 
in trouble, the Florida Panthers have had, what, three owners in three 
years, and the Stanley Cup final was only broadcast on cable TV in Dallas 
— where only 40 per cent of homes even have cable — proving interest 
in the game is, at best, modest 

Canadian teams aren't going to collapse without tax breaks. And any- 
way, there is no level of government responsible for professional hockey. 
That team owners are weeping about subsidies handed out to other 
industries only underscores the logical fallacies our governments operate 
on. In Alberta, for example, we’ve been convinced that Esso and Asia- 
Pacific are fragile companies that need handouts. 

There is only one palatable suggestion to help Canuck hockey teams. 
A special lottery established for the purpose of subsidizing those profes- 
sional sports teams would work. That way, a coal miner in Cape Breton 
— who's losing his job because of cuts to federal subsidies — doesn't 
end up subsidizing a Russian playing hockey in Vancouver. 

Anything else is simply unacceptable.

easier. Pro-choice groups con- 
tinue to espouse their belief that a 
woman's right to total control over 
her own body and reproductive 
freedom is paramount. Pro-life 
groups are unwavering in their 
belief that a woman’s right to 
choose cannot take precedence 
over the fetus dependent upon her 
for life. Neither group moderates in 
these basic positions; indeed, there 
is arguably no such thing as a mod- 
erate in the abortion debate. You 
are either for it or against it. 

In the past few years, though, a 
trend at abortion clinics across 
Canada has somehow managed to 
complicate and confuse the issue 
even further. It has also had a 
destabilizing influence on the polar 
opposites of the debate. This trend 
has come to be known as sex- 
selection. 

Sex-selection is a nice, safe 
euphemism for the practice of 
aborting babies because their gen- 
der is deemed undesirable. In the 
vast number of cases, the females 
are selected for termination. 
Federal Health Minister Allan Rock 
has a problem with this practice 
and plans on prohibiting it. As far 
as he’s concerned, sex selection 
should only be done for medical 
reasons, in cases where the parents

carry a genetic disease that strikes 
only one gender. Health Canada 
officials agree and wrote Rock a 
memo saying Health Canada views 
sex-selection for non-medical rea- 
sons “as a highly discriminatory 
practice that devalues the female 
in society.” 

Nevertheless, it is expected that 
Rock's plans will meet with much 
opposition from women’s groups. 
Most pro-choice groups will proba- 
bly see a ban against non-medical 
sex-selection as a violation of 
women’s autonomy and will fight 
against any move by the govern- 
ment to place restrictions on 
women’s right to choose. 

However, it is unlikely that Rock 
will be opposed by a united front 
when it finally comes down to 
push and shove. 

Many pro-choice supporters are 
uncomfortable backing a practice 
which is so obviously and inherent- 
ly sexist. These are not poor, young 
mothers who neither desire nor 
feel capable of caring for a child 
who are: having sex-selection abor- 
tions. These are couples, for the 
most part, who want children and 
are capable of caring for them and 
who also just happen to not like or 
want girls. Perhaps some pro- 
choice supporters are reminded of 
China, where families are limited 
by governmefit to one or two chil- 
dren, where males are deemed

more valuable than females and 
where some families abandon or 
drown their unwanted infan{ 
daughters to make room for sons. 
Perhaps they are made uneasy by 
the similarities to sex-selection 
Certainly they are torn between 
their firm belief that a woman has 
the inalienable right to choose and 
their disapproval of the choices 
some women make. 

This problem — that just 
because women have a right to 
choose it does not necessarily fol- 
low that all the choices they make 
will be the right ones, or the moral 
and ethical ones — has traditional- 
ly been ignored by pro-life rhetoric 
They understandably don’t want to 
leave themselves open to the pre- 
dictable counter from the other 
side. 

For a pro-life supporter women 
have no right to make decisions 
regarding abortion and so are inca- 
pable of making bad choices. The 
ideology of pro-choice does not 
afford any such single-minded and 
uncompromising luxury. Pro- 
choice followers must decide 
which choices they agree with 
regarding abortion and which ones 
they do not. Until now, it has been 
relatively easy to agree with the 
reasons behind most cases of abor- 
tion. It is doubtful that the verdict 
on sex-selection will come quite so 
readily.

Strachan, who works for a local 
agency, says that if the task force 
recommendation goes through, the 
industry will “clean up,” because 
escorts will be making informed 
decisions. “The agencies will have 
to show girls more respect 
because they can leave any time 
they want,” she said. “They won't 
have that stronghold, that control 
over them anymore.” 

Task force chair Dr. Gerry Predy 
agrees. 

“Some escorts have been taken 
advantage of by agencies, finan- 
cially and so on, and given the 
opportunity of independence 
would help deal with some of 
those agencies,” he said, noting 
that some people have been work- 
ing as independents anyway. 

Strachan is optimistic her wish 
will come true. “The report lays it 
out. This is what we're going to 
have to do and that’s it.” 

But that’s not the end of it for 
one anonymous agency owner, 
who sees the task force recom- 
mendation as a step in a danger- 
ous direction. 

“This is going to severely affect 
our communities,” said an agency 
owner, who operates one of six 
escort firms in Edmonton. “We're 
gonna have a brothel in every 
neighborhood.” 

Safety concerns are a major 
issue in this debate, as some 
believe the bylaw would be more 
difficult to enforce, given a large 
number of independent escorts. 
City Hall “doesn’t even have 


_ enough money to monitor the 


escort agencies that exist,” said 
he owner. The city doesn’t even 


and work out of an office, keep it 
in a business-like way. That's all 
we're asking . . . Just because they 
are who they are, prostitutes, 
escorts, whores, doesn’t mean they 
don’t have to play by the rules.” 

The agency owner rejects the 
idea that all escorts are prostitutes 
and says solicitation is dealt with 
severely. 

“Everyone that works in this 
company is under contract with 
us, and the contract explicitly 
states no prostitution, no solicita- 
tion allowed . . . There is a good 
possibility that some people may 
be acting as prostitutes, and we're 
very sensitive towards it. If we dis- 
cover it, we have no choice, 
they’re gone.” 

Sometimes, apparently, the con- 
tract-breakers are not caught in 
time. Last fall, city police swept 
down on four agencies, laying 
prostitution-related charges 
against the owners — including 
the anonymous operator. The 
agency owners face charges of 
controlling and directing the activ- 
ities of a prostitute and living off 
the avails of prostitution. 

Strachan said agency operators 
are more concerned with lining 
their own pockets than they are 
with the well-being of their staff. 

“There is no safety in agencies. 
We (independents) could screen 
our own calls, we could talk to our 
own clients, we’re not forced to 
take that call . . . agencies are just 
in it for the money.” 

One thing both sides agree on is 
that the essentials of the industry 


won't change much if the recom- 


mendations are passed. 
And Dr. Predy acknowledges 

that the risks inherent in the busi- 

ness won't go away.

ood things come to those who 
li wait, it’s said. For fans of Great 

Big Sea, the wait between the 
band’s last album, Play, and their 
most recent work was dispropor- 
tionate to the time the band actual- 
ly spent in the studio. 

“Tt only took us eighteen days to 
make,” said band member Sean 
McCann, explaining the creation of 
their newest album, Turn. 

The problem wasn’t getting the 
songs together — it was getting 
home and then submitting to the 
task of recording. 

“We actually just put it off and 
put it off. We’d much rather play a 
show then make a record any day,” 
he admitted. 

The situation was resolved this 
past January when, with the help 
of producer Steve Berlin, they got 
down to business. The album was 
recorded live off 
the floor for the 
most part, as they 
had tunes pre- 
pared and road- 
tested. 

“We did prac- 
tise a lot on tour 
and tried a lot of 
songs on an 
unsuspecting 
German public.” 

Turn is their usual blend of tra- 
ditional Newfoundland tunes, 
done GBS-style, with a larger then 
expected helping of originals.

If you can accept that more 
than one band in North America can play edgy pop tunes, you'll agree 
there's room in the world for Vertigogo. Here we have 14 well-arranged, 

itchy rock songs with self-deprecating lyrics and sweet, nasally vocal har- 
monies. Sonically, it’s the best thing Mollys Reach has done, which puts it 
head and shoulders above a lot of locally-produced music.

“I don’t really do enough 
shows to support a band full- 
time,” she said over a cell 
phone, keeping a watchful eye 
on her 2-1/2 year-old son as he 
frolicked through a park in 
Ottawa.

Art-vark keeps on ticking

aying that Cerebus is ambitious is like saying that 
$ hangovers hurt. Oddly enough, that’s a theme of the 
massive comic, but then, over 20 years, there’s 
bound to be some alcoholism involved. There’s also 
bound to be a lot of themes. 

A child of Ontario, Dave Sim, for whatever reason but 
bless him anyway, started drawing a comic when 
Jimmy Carter was president. His Swords of Cerebus 
was a great favorite among young geeks, a self-pub- 
lished and hilarious parody of muscle-man barbarian 
books featuring a three-foot grey talking aardvark. Then 
something strange happened. Sim put his mind deeper 
and deeper into his work, kind of the way J.R.R. 
Tolkien did, though in his case it was more J.R.R. 
Tokin’, he being an admitted partaker. 

Cerebus suddenly found himself not merely sur-

Foghorn Leghorn-talking last Elf of Melvinbone, for 
example. He began to dance with the ideals of republi- 
canism and democracy with a vicious take on George 
Washington. Suddenly this wasn’t a kids’ comic any 
more. No, this was mature reading, filled with real com 
mentary and thinly-veiled attacks on modern society’s 
foundations, largely through its incompetent cast. 

But to describe individual characters in this endless 
series is pointless, for there are dozens of memorabl« 
citizens of Sim's world. 

Dave Sim calls all the shots and thus gets to make his 
comic about whatever the hell he likes. It is, after all 
still amazingly self-published. Lately, as in the last FIVE 
YEARS or so, Sim has fancied himself a writer as much 
as an artist, a natural evolution, perhaps, after drawing 
the aardvark so many times. Though his points are 
sharp, this has served as something of an impediment 
for those used to the comic book format. 

If we wanted to read, after all, we’d buy books. Sim’s 
attacks on women particularly explore his own failings, 
for though he favors self-determination for all, he 
nonetheless lays a lot of blame on what he calls the 
“emotional gender.” 

He should be forgiven. His female characters, espe- 
cially, are some of the most fleshed-out and realistic to 
ever dwell in comicdom, and are much more decent 
people, generally, than his males. 

But, like Sim, I digress. 

With the help of a genius background artist simply 
named Gerhard, Sim has, above all, created one of the 
greatest pieces of literary art of the century. Some of his 
beautiful artwork is on display at The Works and is 
absolutely worth a look: 

As for Cerebus, it’s all gonna at issue 300, sometime 
in 2004, There are about five reasons the world better 
not end at the crack of the millennium and this is one of 
them. The other four? Well, like I said, hangovers hurt. 

But sometimes they're worth it, man.

he hardest thing about curating 
Te Works Visual Arts Festival 
must be achieving balance. 

Young artists, older artists, 
emerging artists, established art- 
ists, traditional artists, cutting- 
edge artists, local artists, national 
and international artists, not to 
mention the various media and 
artistic schools — all needing to be 
balanced and proportionally show- 
cased. I don’t envy Works Artistic 
Director Vincent Gasparri and I 
don’t know how he did it, but he 
sure as heck pulled it off this year. 

Gasparri and Works staff and 
volunteers have created a festival 
offering work that is undeniably 
artistically nurturing and yet man- 
ages to touch most of the bases. 
It’s a mighty clever mixture of 
artists and media, and an approach 
that is bound to reach even the 
most artistically cynical viewers 

One of those balms to cynical 
eyes is Toon Town, an exposition 
of original cartoon art at Beaver 
House (10158-103 St.). The brain- 
child of Edmonton Journal polit- 
ical cartoonist Malcolm Mayes, it's 
just the ticket to warm the cockles 
of one’s four-color heart

pieces of artwork by pretty much 
every political cartoonist, 
strip and comic book artists of 
note currently working in Canada. 
This show will shatter your opin- 
ion of cartoon art if you're not a 
fan, and if you are, it will give you 
a neat glimpse into the process 
your favorite artists undertake. 

Next stop, Castor Histoire by 
Brian McArthur. This show by the 
technically suburb 27-year-old Red 
Deer native is not only one of the 
more spectacular multimedia 
installations in the festival, but 
also one that best bridges the 
world of accessible representa- 
tional (if not folk art) and the more 
daunting post-modern schools 

On the scary side, McArthur 
deconstructs the long history of 
colonialism and the construction 
of nation-building in this super- 
humorous show, laden with arche- 
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comic’ 


typical images (Mickey Mouse ver- 
sus the Canadian beaver in sudden 
death hockey action, a nearly full- 
sized Hudson's Bay Company can 
oe and a reference to the Trojan 
Horse merged into curling). 

On the accessible side, Mc- 
Arthur's work is light and cartoon- 
ish and based on deeply personal, 
human references and built to a 
human scale. He also works in 
ceramics — big honkin’ ceramics 
— which gives the piece an added 
layer of warmth and accessibility 

Across the street from Mc- 
Arthur’s show is Kuafu Zhwiri: 
Kuafu Tracing the Sun by 
Vancouver-based Li Mo (Com 
merce Place, 10155 - 102 St.). This 
work has a decidedly philosophi- 
cal and religious bent, filled as it is 
with Taoist philosophy. Li Mo 
plays with traditional Chinese cal- 
ligraphy and Taoist images (light 
on dark, the focal point of cre- 
ation) used in non-traditional ways 
on really non-traditional media (in 
this case recycled materials includ 
ing bed sheets and newspapers). 

One of the more political pieces 
in the festival is Money Lures and 
Mock of the Time by New York- 
based Richard Mock (Scotia Place, 
10060asper Ave.). It’s appropriate 
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this show hangs in a bank. The 
money lures are made with shred- 
ded American currency and spoof 
our society's fetishist attraction to 
money. Also by Mock isa selection 
of powerful lino-cut editorial illus- 
trations, a funky hybrid of cartoon 
and high art — work that must be 
seen to be believed. Actually, it’s 
just work that must be seen 

For something with yirtually no 
politie and theory, then wander 
over to the Citadel Theatre (9828 - 
101A Ave.) and catch the work of 
Fred Chapman. Within the Eye is 
a stunning collection of lush land- 
scape photos. Chapman's vivid 
color prints somehow manage to 
be both comfortably recognizable, 
yet never edge into the tired or the 
realm of cliché. The work of a 
master in the medium. 

As for emerging artists, one of 
the best has got to be Femke van 
Delft and her delightful show 
Between a Rock and a Hard Drive 
(Kershaw Building, 10336 Jasper 
Ave., rear entrance via the alley). 
Spoofing the role of technology in 
our lives, van Delft’s show is a 
tour-de-force explosion of found 
objects reappropriated and deftly 
counterpointed.

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Models need good models

ithin the pages of every fashion 
W magazine are an abundance of 

beautiful bodies and faces. 
Sure, they’re retouched and 
revamped by the airbrush but, 
underlying these images, there still 
remain the human foundations — 
models. And while many don’t think 
of modelling as a respectable pro- 
fession, others see it as the job of 
their dreams. 

But is that all it can ever amount 
to: a dream? Well, if you fell out of 
the ugly tree, the answer is probably 
yes. However, if you were lucky 
enough to blessed with good looks, 
you certainly may have a chance. 
But what's important to remember 
is that there a many different 
degrees of being a model. 

If super-model stars are in your 
eyes, you may wish to visit the local 
optician; those stars, in fact, may be 
cataracts. Be sensible; the possibili- 
ty of becoming a super-model is 
very limited. 

By belonging to a reputable 
agency, you may be able to pull in 
some work and earn a limited 
income. But when choosing an 
agency, remember: it’s buyer 
beware. Many modelling agencies 
have bad reputations and it’s usual- 
ly because they have earned it. 
Agencies are renowned for charging 
huge amounts for training and pho- 
tography, vet, in return, their mod- 
els get little more than false hope. 

Not to discredit the need for 
training models or having an up-to- 
date portfolio. These are undoubt- 
ably necessities, but I do have a 
problem when an agency profits at 
amodel’s expense. Like any other 
business venture, you have to spend 
money in order to make it. 
However, a model shouldn't be 
required to obtain these necessities 
solely through the agency, and this 
agency shouldn't profit from you 
doing so. 

A close friend, after being scout- 
ed by what was supposed to be one 
of Edmonton's best agencies, was 
asked to register for a one-week 
modelling course. After shelling out

cash, she attended daily lessons and 
even had test photos done. At her 
“graduation” show, I saw a clumsy 
performance by a variety of unem- 
ployable models, many of whom 
had little if any potential. My friend 
has since broken ties with this 
agency and gone on to work inter- 
nationally as a swimsuit model; her 
fellow classmates probably never 
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saw a return on their investment

much fun? The Free Will Players’ 
Macbeth, running at the Heritage 


Amphitheatre in Hawrelak Park, 
offers an evening that will leave 
you eager to see its second play, 
The Two Gentlemen of Verona, 
running with Macbeth. 

There are 27 characters in this 
play but the largest is the great 
outdoors. The beauty of the sur- 
roundings and intrusion by wood- 
land creatures and weather gives 
the feeling of a group of players 
pulling up in the town square to 
entertain the villagers and show us 
the folly of human nature. No one 
moralizes quite so brilliantly as 
William Shakespeare. 

Director James MacDonald 
begins the journey with Dave 
Clarke’s ominous sound track and 
a bloodied soldier hurling himself 
on stage. Never far when open, 
running sores are present, the 
three witches enter (Annette 
Loiselle, Daniela Vlaskalic and 
Beth Graham) looking as though 
they’ve just crawled out of an 
Anne Rice novel. They keep 
Macbeth and his trusty sidekick 
Banquo (Ashley Wright) flush with 
upcoming events. 

John Wright’s Macbeth is a man 
with a conscience. But through an 
intense self-loathing and lust for 
power, he evolves into a bloody 
murderer who considers women, 
children and trusted companions 
as fair game. His first kill of the 
play is the king (Robert Clinton). 
After the initial horror, ascending 
to the throne, the end justifies the 
means. Sure, those creepy witches 
keep showing up and fuelling his 
delusion, but Macbeth’s own evil 
drives his actions. 

Lady Macbeth, played by 
Marianne Copithorne, is a Stepford 
wife gone from bad to horrible. 
Lady Macbeth stands by her man 
because she truly loves him and, 
let’s face it, there are certain perks 
to being queen, like absolute 
power and fabulous clothes.

“Canadian film-makers are 
among the few Canadians actively 
resisting the American cultural 
occupation,” she said. “And I think 
Canadian film is not representative 
of the Canadian people and 
Canadians are horrified at what 
their compatriots actually create. I 
think there's a lot of hatred toward 
these films. (But) they are only hat- 
ing the un-Americanness.” 

Metro Cinema  premiéres 
Selene’s film Bibliosorcery July 2 
and 3 at Zeidler Hall in the Citadel 
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Theatre. Bibliosorcery follows the 
swashbuckling exploits of an 
enclave of black-clad biblio-anar- 
chists seeking to liberate revolu- 
tionary texts from betwixt the 
cheeks of bourgeois complacency. 
Or something like that. Selene says 
the film was inspired by her inter- 
est in how the written word inter- 
sects with lived experience. 

“IT was curious about how certain 
perverted texts — either fiction or 
revolutionary propaganda — could 
motivate somebody to perform rev- 
olutionary acts in real life,” she 
explained.

W ther people are dreadful. 
The best society is one's 


own,” claims Lord Alfred 
Goring (Rupert Everett), the dash 
ing decadent at the centre of An 
Ideal Husband, even as he preens 
for a high society affair at the 
home of his good friends, the right 
honorable MP Robert Chiltern 
(Jeremy Northam) and his beauti- 
ful wife Gertrude (Cate Blanchett). 
It’s at this very party that the 
scheming Mrs. Chevely (Julianne 
Moore) will unveil a dreadful 
scheme to blackmail the upstand- 
ing Chiltern with evidence of a 
past larceny that netted him his 
fortune and launched his career in 
politics. And, despite his stated 
misanthropy, it will fall to Goring 
to do the right thing, again and 
again, to save his friend’s marriage 
and political ambitions. 

In an era of intern-shtupping 
presidents and patronage-happy 
PMs, the convolutions of Oscar 
Wilde’s Victorian comedy, and 
there are plenty, seem hopelessly 


bound to the social conventions of 


1890’s London aristocracy. The 
derision poured on a married 
woman who made a social call to a 
single man — at his home! — in 
Wilde’s day is pretty much reserv- 
ed for seal hunters and Amway 
salespeople in our time 

Where An Ideal Husband scores 
its points is in the lavish produc- 
tion values and in the star-studded 
cast who seem to be enjoying their 
make-believe to the utmost. 

Director Oliver Parker returns 
with the same glossy attention to 
detail he brought to 1995’s Othello 
(the one with Laurence Fishburne 
and Kenneth Branagh), cramming 





every frame full of meticulous 
period costumes, authentic set- 
tings swathed in rich fabrics, and 
lush, saturated colors. His camera 
is mobile but never flashy, 
whether gliding through an opu- 
lent garden party or swooping in 
to catch the secrets and machina- 
tions passed between characters 
in a well-appointed parlor. It’s a 
visual esthetic copped from suave 
American comedies of the "40s and 
it suits the material perfectly. 

Everett is suitably square-
